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DETAILED ACTION 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance. 
The closet prior art King U.S. Pat. No. 6,148,293 discloses an inventive concept of an data 
processing for creating, servicing and paying loan agreements between a lender and borrower 
providing for repayment of the loan together with interest at a periodically adjusted rate based on 
the terms of the agreement. 

Sunway' s Divestment discloses a Malaysia construction based company that will bring in gain of 
RM 57.5 mn for Sunway based on an average interest rate. 

Nabeshima, Masayoshi discloses a cell scheduler that reduces packet transfer time while satisfying 
equity loan connections sharing. 

However, neither king nor Sunway' s Divestment and Nabeshima, Masayoshi singularly or in 
combination fail to anticipate or render obvious the recited features "said business entity to issue 
or convey the right to said sum certain in money to said share or shares of equity of said business 
entity and in return said business entity receives adequate consideration in money's worth in the 
form of equity enhancement of said share or shares of equity of said business entity, said business 
to issue or convey the right to the fixed rate of interest of said debt instrument of said business 
entity to said share or shares of equity of said business entity, and said business entity prohibits the 
right to said fixed rate of interest from being separated from said share or shares of equity of said 
business entity to be sold or traded separate from said share or shares of equity of said business 
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entity" in the independent claims 38 and 39 and " said business entity to issue or convey the right 
to said sum certain in money to said share or shares of equity of said business entity and in return 
said business entity receives adequate consideration in money's worth in the form of equity 
enhancement of said share or shares of equity of said business entity, said business entity to issue 
or convey in writing the right to said fixed rate of interest to said share or shares of equity of said 
business entity, and said business entity prohibits in writing the right to said fixed rate of interest 
from being separated from said share or shares of equity of said business entity to be sold or 
traded separate from said share or shares of equity of said business entity" in the independent 
claim 40. Therefore, all pending claims are hereby allowed.
